Then the professor went on to say that 
he must not be classed us a common for- 
tune teller, but that his powers were the 
gift of nature nnd absolutely indisputa- 
ble: that he told n person's name, occu- 
pation, disposition, 
nationality, etc., 


without the subject speaking n word- 
that he advised by a higher than mortal 
power on business, speculations, moves, 
changes, journeys, absent friends, lost or 
stolen property, old estates, bad luck, 
evil influence, family troubles, love, mar- 
riage, divorce, etc. 


The fee of the professor was from 50 


cents to $1. He engaged a woman to 
tend door, said to'be Mr*. -lames Bab-. 
cock wife of a hostler employed at the 
Lewis barns corner of Wisconsin and 
Seventh streets at any rate she eaiur 
here with Habeock and they lived nt a 
hotel. Vor this service he was to learn 
the woman his business and bhc was an 
adept pupil. 


Well, it appears that there were many 


people'in Kncinu who believed in the 
wonderful powers of the professor and. 
they called to consult him. Mrs. Bab- 
cock ushered them into the presence of 
the "i-cat man. These are the parties 
who'"parted with their ready cash and 
want, the professor's hide, but he' has 
flown and so has Babcoek and his wife, 
and now comes the story from Chicago 
that the professor has hypnotized Mrs- 
Babcock nnd kidnaped her, taking her 
au-ny in a carriage.

When the victims open- 
ed their envelopes they found paper flips. 
Tnc police were informed of the decep- 
tion and robbery. They hied themselves 
to 10C.J Wisconsin street, only to find 
that Professor Lord had flown. Investi- 
gation revealed that he and Mr. and Mrs. 
Babcock took the boat for Chicago Sat- 
urday night.

The President's case hns been progress- 


ing satisfactorily, but it is believed by 
the physicians that the second operation 
jurule will hasten his complete recovery. 
While none of the doctors are willing to 


quoted, they give the most positive 


assurances that there is not the least 
cause for alarm. 


They say that on the contrary there 


is every indication of tt speedy recovery, 
that the area of bone affected is slight 
and will not result in any impairment of 
the president's limb nnd that there is 
no evidence whatever of any matter 
that 
would 
produce blood poisoning. 


They confulcnt.ly expect that the pre- 
sident will be on his feet within a reason- 
able time and with his robust constitu- 
himself again.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 29—Seven 


legroes were arrested to-day on war- 
ants charging them with robbing graves 
n the cemeteries about 
Indianapolis. 


Warrants were also issued to-day for a, 
prominent-'physician, the demonstrator 
n anatomy in a large college in which 
two stolen bodies were found about ten 
days ago; Dr. Wilson, an interne in tho 
college, and the white Janitor o.f the 
•college, 


Bufus Carroll, one of the negroes,

He said the demon- 
afeator accompanied the negroes on sev- 
eral grave-robbing expeditions. 
•Tho police say that the operations of 
;he' gang were on a larger scale tho-n 
any gang ever in the state. Upward of 
one hundred graves, it is said, have bc»n 
robbed by the ghouls during the last 
three months. 
The detectives say the 


negroes were armed with shot guns nnd 
equipped with horses and wagons with 
which to do the work. The bodies were 
sold to different colleges which opened 
their winter terms within the last week.

not only astounding but horrifying.

It ia 
hoped that Madame Zola will survive. , 


Zola returned to his Paris home from 


his country house at Meuad and owing 
to a sudden spell of cold weather here 
lie ordered the heating stove in his bed 
room to be lighted. The stove burned 
badly, but Zola and' his wife retired at 
10 o'clock last night and the servants 
not hearing any movement in the apart- 
ment this morning, entered the bed room 
at 0:30 and found Madame Zola lying on 
the 'bod, inanimate. Zola was lying half 
out of bed, with his head and shoulders 
on the floor and his legs on the bed. Do- 
tors were summoned, but they failed to 
restore Zola to life. After prolonged ef- 
forts they resuscitated Madame Zolii. 


The rumor circulated regarding Zola's 


supposed suicide from -poison was based 
on the fact that ejections from his stom- 
ach were found on the.floor, but.the docv 
tors say they came 
from Zola's dog, 


which was also in the bed room and 
wlich did not suffer from asphyxiation.

Boston, Mass., hypnotist, palmist 
and

reader. According to 
circum- 


stances Mr. Lord was about the smooth- 
est proposition who has visited the Belle 
City in many a year. 


When he came here a few weeks ago 


le engaged rooms at 1000 Wisconsin 
street, and inserted large double column 
advertisements in the daily papers. The 
heading read, "Know Your Future.'' 
Then the professor went on to say that 
he must not be classed as a common for- 
tune teller, but that his powers were the 
gift of nature and absolutely indisputa- 
ble; that he told a person's name, occu- 
pation, disposition, 
nationality, etc., 


without the subject speaking a word; 
that he advised by a higher than mortal 
power on business, speculations, moves, 
changes, journeys, absent friends, lost or 
stolen property, old estates, bad luck, 
evil influence, family troubles, love, mar- 
riage, divorce, etc. 


The fee of the professor was from 50 


cents to $1. He engaged a woman to 
tend door, said to;be Mrs. James Bab-, 
cock, wife of a hostler employed at the 
Lewis 'barns, corner of Wisconsin and_ 
Seventh streets, at any rate she came 
here with Babcoek and they lived at a 
hotel. For this service he was to learn 
the woman his business and she was an 
adept pupil. 


Well, it appears that there were many 


people in Racine who believed in the 
wonderful powers of the professor anil 
they called to consult him. Mrs. Bab- 
cock ushered them into the presence of 
the great man. These are the parties 
who parted with their ready cash and 
want the professor's hide, but he' has 
flown and so has Babcock' and his wife, 
and now comes the story from Chicago 
that the professor has Hypnotized Mrs. 
Babcock and kidnaped her, taking her 
away in a carriage. 


But to the story of working Racine 


people. When the professor got a fat 
sucker in his clutches he proceeded to 
work them in a business like manner.

Helen Babcock, the 20 year old wife of 
James Babcock, a former

fumes from a stove, the pipes of which 
fffe said to have been out of order. At 
the same time it is stated that there are 
indications of suicde. Zola and hs wfe 
returned to Paris yesterday after spend- 
ing three mouths in the country. It is 
hoped that Madame Zola will survive. ; 


Zola returned to his Paris home from 


his country house at Meuad and owing 
to a sudden spell of cold weather here 
he ordered the heating stove in his bed 
room to be lighted.; The stove burned 
badly, but Zola and'his wife retired at 
10 o'clock last night and the servants 
not hearing a.ny movement in the apart- 
ment this morning, entered the bed,room 
at 9:30 and fouud Madame Zola lying on 
the 'bed, inanimate. Zola .was lying half 
out of bed, with his head and shoulders 
on the floor and his legs on the bed. De- 
tors were summoned, but they failed to 
restore .Zola to life. After. prolonged ef- 
forts they resuscitated Madame ZoYa. 


The rumor circulated regarding Zola's 


supposed suicide.-from -poi»en was based 
on the fact that ejections from his stem- . 
ach were found on the .floor,.but,tlie.dpcv... 
'tors say they came 
from Zola's .dog, . 


which was also in the bed room and 
whch did. not suffer from asphyxiation. 
Zola, dined with a good appetite .yester- 
day evening and the servants 
of 
the 


household ate of the same dishes. Noth- 
ing unusual was heard in the "-ed room 
during the night. 


Some workmen arrived at the Zola res- 


idence at half past nine this morning-iu- 
order to make certain repairs in Zola's 
bedroom, but the servants had already 
become alarmed at hearing no sound 
from the room, decided to enter it and 
burst the door open. A slight odor of 
carbonic gas was at once noticed and 
the bodies of the novelist and his wife 
were found in the positions already des- 
cribed,. Zola had evidently been awaken- 
ed by a choking sensation, tried to rise 
but was overcome by the fumes wliich 
apparently escaped from the defective 
stove. The windows were immediately, 
opened, doctors and a commissary of po- 
lice were summoned, and the utmost ef- 
forts were made to revive the novelist 
and his wife-, but the former had-already; 
succumbed. 


Madame Zola regained consciousness.at 


about noon.- She now lies in a. state ot 
complete prostration. An improvement 
in her condition is anxiously 
awaited 


awaited in order to obtain further light 
on the occurrence. 


A druggist who was the first to arrive 


at the house in order to attend 'Zola 
and his wife said: 


"When I entered the bedroom M. Zola 


was partly lying on the floor amid mat- 
ter thrown up from his stomach. No 
special odor likely to cause asphyxiation 
was then distinguished. The two Vic- 
tims,-moreover did not present exclusive 
symptoms of asphyxiation. Their faces 
were contorted and their lips 
were 


bloodless but not violet color." 


The commissary of police in his report 


to the prefect of Paris said: 


"Tho heating stove was not tighted 


and there was no odor of gas. .It is be- 
lieved that his death was due to acci- 
dental poisoning by drugs. Two little 
dogs found in the bedroom are alive."

One night last week burglars brok,e 


into the offices of the F. W. Guenther 
Sauerkraut company, located at the cor- 
ner of Asylum avenue and the C. M. & 
St. Pan] railway tracks, securing a type- 
writer. At an early hour this morning 
safe-blowers visited the same place, blew 
the safe to pieces with nitro-glpcerine, 
wrecked tha interior of the building, se- 
cured about $25 ill silver and a draft for 
$182 and escaped. 


That- experts did the work there is no 


doubt. Although several persons living 
In the vicinity heard the explosion and 
got out of their beds and saw lights 
moving in the office, they did not appear 
to think thieves were at work, but rath- 
er attributed the noise to freight cars 
coming together and again retired, so 
that the robbery was not discovered un- 
til daylight, when the wrecked, windows 
.•were noticed. 


As near as can be ascertained the safe 


•was blown about 2:15 a. m. At that 
hour Frank Wilson, was awakened by 
the report of an explosion. Getting up 
he looked out of his bedroom window and 
saw a light in the Guenther office, but 
thought Mr. Guenther or his men were 
at work,' it being the busy season. The 
noise he believed, was caused by the 
cars and he again went to bed. Mrs. 
George Elholm also heard the explosion 
and called the attention of her husband 
tn it, but he labored under the impression 
that she was always hearing noises and 
no more attention was paid to it. An 
other man said his wife heard two men 
drive up in front of their home with a 
horse and buggy, tie the horse and walk 
awav. A short time after she heard a 
noise like the explosion of a gun, but 
did not investigate. Several others said 
they heard the noise, but never dreamed 
that it was safe blowers and robbers at 
work. 


When a number of persons passed the 


building at daylight they were astonish- 
ed to se the glass in the west windows 
of the ofiice and also the sash blown to 
pieces and glass scattered on the ground 
and street and it did not take them long 
to make, the discovery known to Mi- 
Fred Guenther was soon on the' scene 
The sight that met his eyes astonishec 
him.

But at a banquet Wed- 
nesday night in Santiago, Gen. Erilio 
Korner, commander of the Ghiliau army 
openly raised, the question and advocat- 
ed the alliance. 


After reviewing the struggle for inde- 


pendence, when the armies of both coun- 
tries fought several battles together Gen. 
Korner declared that the fathers of the 
two nations sought the creation of a 
united state of South America which un- 
til today had only been a dream, but 
now has every probability of realization. 


"We have seen evils brought about by 


disunion," continued the general. "We 
may calculate what the union of the 
countries would bring forth. The chiefs 
of the navies and the armies of the two 
countries sitting around this table, have 
a brilliant chance to work for the, uni- 
formity of the military institutions of 
both republics. 


"We Chilean soldiers raise our glasses, 


wishing that when territory of either 
country is menaced the other might do 
what she did during the war for-inde- 
pendence."
